In an upper room of the Great Northern 
Hotel; yesterday, was made the first move 
by a corporation in a new plan to obtain 
control of. a portion of the right of way of 
the Tilinois and Michigan Canal. 


A year and a half ago Governor Altgeld’s 
Canal Commissioners granted a right of way 


along the canal to an electric car company... 


Immediately there ensued a hue and cry 
by the press, and, it being on the thresheld 
of the campaign, the Governor called his 
commissioners together and brought pres- 
sure enough to bear to induce them to rescind 
their action. 

The same plan, or one akin to it, now 
bobs up again. At the meeting of Governor 
Tanner’s commissioners of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal at the Great Northern Ho- 
tel a number of men appeared and made ap- 
plication for a right of way for an electric 
railroad from La Salle to Joliet. 


Parties in the Syndicate. 

The parties asking for the grant included 
a number of railroad men and capitalists of 
Chicago, Streator, and Ottawa. They were 
represented before the board by Congress- 
man Reeves, who was accompanied by W. H. 
Holcomb, who was Superintendent of Trans- 
portation. at the World’s Fair, and. H. PD. 
Judson, Superintendent of the Chicago. dl- 
vision’ of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railway. 

It is understood thes® men represent a 
syndicate that controls the rights of way be- 
tween a number of cities in central Llli- 
nois, and. that:in order to complete their 
system they much need about sixty miles 
alongside the canal. In fact, this is the only 
route by which they can get into La Salle. 


Tere is also another reason why they are 


particularly desirous of obtaining a right of 
way along the canal strip. It is already 
graded and would ‘save a great deal of the 
cost of construction. 

The syndicate averred its willingness to 
pay the State an adequate compensation for 
the privilege, and set forth that as the ganal 
had a ninety-foot strip of land it would in 
no way be embarrassed by giving up twelve 
or fifteen feet ‘for a railroad right of way. 

The Canal board consists of C. E. Snively, 
Canton, President; H. O. Hilton, Rockford, 
secretary; and F. M. Ryon, Streator, treas- 
urer. Besides these there were present at 
the meeting McDenald, General Super- 
intendent of the Canal, and W. L. Sackett, 
chief clerk of the commission.

Should the commission act favorably on 
this application it is predicted there would 
be one of the liveiiest séances about Gov- 
ernor Tanner's office that has been seen for 
a long time, as it is thought the railroads, 
into competition with which the projected 
new road would come, would not fail to 
make strenuous efforts to head it off. 

A humorous feature of the situation is that 
the proposed new line expects to carry 
freight as well as passengers, and would 
come into direct competition with the canal, 
whose right of. way it proposes to use.

SCOPE OF SEARCH POWERS. 


-/Trouble has already arisen to beset the 
proposed new revenue bill. Certain real es- 
tate dealers who feel aggrieved are sending 
out stories calculated tonurt both the move- 
ment and measure. 

One story set afloat yesterday was that the 
Committee on Legislation, now framing a 
bill, is seeking in its constructive provisions 
to slight personal property and throw nearly 
the entire burden of taxation upon real es- 
tate.

The bill prepared by the Real Estate 
board and introduced in the Legislature last 
winter, which Mr. Higinbotham is now ac- 
cused of having strangled, clothed the As- 
sessor with power to make exhaustive 
search after the invisible personal belong- 
ings of every taxpayer. D. D. Healy strong- 
ly advocates incorporating a similar provis- 
ion in the new measure, and so does Mar- 
vin A. Farr, who represents the Real Hs- 
tate board on the committee.

So far as can be learned there is no senti- 
ment among those having this revenue 
movement in charge, in favor of deducting 
from personal property any portion of the 
burden it ought to bear with a view to load- 
ing it upon realestate owners. But without 
the search warrant authority to hunt for 
stocks and bonds and jewelry and other 
possesions not visible to the assessor, it is 
said the real estate dealers will not be satis- 
fied ‘with any bill the committee may offer 
and are preparing to put upa fight. Their 
contention is if all the personal property in 
Chicago could be assessed on a fair valua- 
tion real estate taxes would be greatly re- 
duced.

LESSON OF THE NEW YORK ELECTION. 

Pending the recent election in “ Greater 
New York” the question. was frequently 
asked by Buropean newspapers and 
European political observers as well as 
by many thoughtful persons in our coun- 
try, whether the American people of that 
great cosmopolitan city were capable of 
wise and prudent self-government. 

In contemplating the reconstruction of 
the old New York by the addition of a 
largely increased area, the augmenting 
of the pepulation to over three millions, 
the enlargement of wealth, the in¢rease 
of oppértunities for good or bad govern- 
ment, growing out of the proportionate 
increase of opportunities for spoils and 
public plunder, the question was continual- 
ly asked—have the people of this Greater 
New York the wisdom and the practical 
self-governing sense to place the machinery 
of the new civic administration in the 
hands of the more intelligent class? 

The answer to this question, clearly 
and unmistakably read in the light of the 
election, is, No. 

The more intelligent classes of the citi- 
zens of Greater New York have not shown 
themselves capable of appreciating the 
value and importance of pure, clean, honest 
self-government. They have not shown 
that they did not really care for a re- 
form government. They refused to unite 
upon a program, platform. or candidate 
which would have secured a good gov- 
ernment. Insteed of effecting 
union those intelligent classes of Ameri- 
can citizens—men descended from the old 
‘Knickerbocker period, Americans of three 
or four or half a dozen generations’ stand- 
ing—deliberately attacked each other with 
the insensate venom and fury of men bent 
upon self-destruction. ‘Instead of unit- 
ing against the common enemy of good 
civic administration, they recklessly threw 
away every chance of success and sacrificed 
the future good government of the great 
city to the personal hatreds and partisdn 
resentments of puerile faction strife.. This 


“did not display worldly wisdom or much 


political sense. 

Meanwhile there was another element in 
this campaign in Greater New York which 
was not only formidable in. numbers but 
was potential in worldly wisdom. Early 
in the campaign the Irish element, per- 
ceiving the divided carhps of its American 
opponents, called hgme its astute leader, 
asking ‘him to give up his horse racing 
amusements, and come back to New York 
and take the leadership again of the resur- 
rected Tammany which had been thrown 
out of power by the previous combina- 
tion of American and German votes. Boss 
Croker cbeyed the summons and came back 
at once. He put himself at the head of his 
old Tammany friends and” backers who 
never questioned his authority. They unit- 
ed as one man under the banner of the 
“Tiger” and “spoils” and they worked 
as they never had worked before. That 
was worldly wisdom to gain the end in 
view. 

Then Croker selected a man for Mayor, a 
minor Judge who had no record to assail. 
He was selected for that reason and be- 
cause he would be subservient to the boss. 

Again the dividing line in the campaign 
last year was the money issue—the world’s 
gold standard versus the silver monometal- 
lic, half bogus standard—and on that issue 
Tammany wads badly beaten in following 
the Jeadership of Bryan. In this campaign 
the money issue was absolutely relegated 
to the rear, Croker and his lieutenants 
called upon the Democrats to rally upon 
local issues and the spoils of office and let 
national issues, involving the 16 to 1 issue, 
have the gé-by. He solidified his hungry 
and “thirsty, elements whose appetites for 
plunder were all the more rapacious on ac- 
count of two or three years of enforced ab- 
stinence by the alluring visions of thirty or 
forty thousand offices and thirty-five or 
forty millions of taxes to be eateh. He in- 
vited Bryan to stay away, if he knew what 
was good for him, and he obeyed orders. 
All this was worldly wisdom, which the op- 
position party had not the sagacity to 
profit by. e 

Again Croker ‘found his forces shattered 
pretty seriously by the trades unions which 


‘hall rallied under the leadership of Henry 


George, but he handled this element of 
the opposition so gingerly that he did not 
offend it, and when George died on the 
very eve of the election even the senti- 
mental substitution of his son as a can- 
didate availed nothing. Of the sixty or 
seventy thousand George followers all 
but about 19,000 went over to-Tammany. 
They would not vote for Boss Platt’s man, 
Tracy, or for the reformer, Low, for various 
reasons. All this played into Boss Croker’s 
hands. 

Again, Boss Croker put Tammany on the 
“ nersonal liberty” side of the Raines !aw, 
which interfered with the personal rights 
of all classes to drink beer or liquor on 
the first day of the week. This secured 
Boss Croker the active working support of 
12,000 saloons. Tammany was as wise 
«a a serpent in gaining votes from the 
masses. 

Meanwhile these smart Americans of the 
Platt stripe and the owlish wise men of 
the Low stripe were inspired by no hizher 
idea of the road to victory than running 
through their respective camps and rip- 
ping each other up. They apparently were 
possessed of but one feeling in the cam- 
paign, and that was to make absolute- 
ly sure of defeating the other faction. And 
they accomplished it with a vengeance. 
They did it not only in the City of Greater 
New York but in the State of New York: 
Thousands of Boss Platt Republicans voted 
for Tammany lest Low might win. Other 
thousands of Low reformers voted for 
Boss Croker’s ticket lest Tracy should win, 
and several thousand utterly disgusted Re- 
publicans, knowing that neither Low nor 
Tracy had the slightest chance of beating 
Tammany, did not register so they could 


over because of its practical wisdom. And 
the insensate folly of the so-called intelli- 
gent classes of Greater New York is re- 
sponsible for this disastrous outcome of 
the election. 

They see now that, instead of knifing 
each other, they should have united upon 
a third man, and then would have saved 
the votes which needlessly went to J'am- 
many. They would have swept the city 
by from 30,000 to 40,000 if they had worked 
together, and if Henry George had not 
died but had lived to poll the vote of his 
followers Tammany would have been de- 
feated by 100,000 plurality. But the bosses 
preferred downing each other. For four 
‘years to come they have placed eproaere sel | 
aot Greater New York under the

vote, and so Tammany had almost a walk.

Perhaps after they 
have endured four years of Tammany mis- 
rule and plundering they may arrive at 
sufficient horse sense at least to retrieve 
their shocking blunder, and unite for 
the self-defense and the public good. But 
even this is problematical, if one may 
judge by their recent ineffable folly.

HANNIS TAYLOR RETORTS. 

As might be expected, ex-Minister 
Taylor's outspoken statement, published 
in the North American Keview for 
November, regarding the weakness 
of Spain in dealing with the Cu- 
ban problem—a synopsis of which has al- 
ready appeared in Tue Trisune—bas 
caused intense irritation in Madrid and has 
led to some bitter personal criticisms from 
the Spansh press and ypolitical leaders. 
While Fremier Sagasta diplomatically re- 
gards the ex-Minister as a private citizen, 
for whose utterances the government of the 
United States is in no way. responsible, 
there are others who are less tolerant and 
denounce him in terms more or less em- 
phatic. One of these is Senator Salvani— 
a friend of the late Minister Canovas, as 
also of Scfior Castelar, the Liberal leader— 
who attempts to convict ‘Taylor of incon- 
sistency, if not of direct falsehood, on the 
strength of an interview held by the latter 
with Castelar near the close of the Cleve- 
land administration. In this interview it 
is represented that Taylor professed great 
admiration for Spain and strongly indorsed 
the steps which the Canovas ministry was 
taking to introduce reforms in Cuba through 
the royal decree of February last. . 

Accepting this attack as a challenge, Mr. 
Taylor gives, through the New York 
Herald, a history of the interview with 
Castelar referred to. While he acknowl- 
edges that he did congratulate Castelar on 
the prospects of peace, he says, when the 
reforms promised by Canovas were made 
public still later, “I saw that the great 
man (Canovas) had trifled with us as if we 
were children.” 

It is for these reasons, as explained in 
his North American Review article, that 
Mr. Taylor became convinced of “ the hol- 
lowness and emptiness of the whole shad- 
owy pretense embodied by Sefior Canovas 
in the royal decree of Feb. 4, 1897."’; and 
he adds: “ It deceived no one; certainly not 
the Cubans.” 

It is such facts as these—the inability. of 
Spanish statesmen to apprehend the true 
meaning of autonomy, and the conviction 
that “the ruling classes in Spain, civil, 
clerical, and military, are resolved, regard- 
less ‘of party, to refuse to:make any con- 
cession to their rebellious colonists that 
would meet with their acceptance,” with 
the added belief that “any Minister who 
dares to undertake such a perilous enter- 
prise will be at once discredited and driven 
from office *..that have driven him to the 
conclusion that Cuba is hopelessly lost to 
Spain. Impressed with the conviction that 
continued warfare can only result in the 
useless spilling of blood, the paralysis of 
trade, and devastation of the colony, with 
ruin to the financial interests of Spain 
itself, he now avows himself an advocate 
of intervention by the United States as 
“the only remaining means by which peace 
in Cuba can possibly be secured.” And he 
evidently does not regard this position as 
at all inconsistent with his efforts, while 
actitig in the capacity of Minister, to secure 
peace through tht granting of real reforms 
to the island by Spain—which, however, 
were never granted. . 

Mr. Taylor speaks in kindly and appre- 

ciative terms of the high character of 
Spain’s Liberal stutesmen—especially of 
Sefior Castelar—and of the personal friend- 
ship manifested by the Duke of Tetuan 
and other members of the Spanish Cabinet 
during the last stormy months of his stay 
in Spain. As for Blanco, the new Governor 
General .of Cuba, he pronounces’ him 
“neither General nor statesman,” but a 
“ weak, vacillating fellow, with no reputa- 
tion as a fighter,” from whom “ nothing can 
be expected,” and “the present Cabinet 
about the weakest that could have been se- 
lected.” Confronted with financial diffi- 
culties and threatenéd with revolt at home, 
defeated in its attempts to subdue the in- 
surrection, and robbed of its population to 
feed the demon of war, he expresses the 
belief “ that it is the hope of the present 
Cabinet to involve the United States in 
such a way as to give a pretext for the loss 
of Cuba,” but that, whatever may be the 
outcome, the war will be ended with inde- 
pendence for Cuba before the blossoms of 
spring come again. 


NEGOTIATING WITH INDIAN TRIBES. 

The Choctaws and Chickasaws have rati- 
fied the treaties negotiated by the Dawes 
commission, wherein provision is made for 
the abandonment of tribal organization and 
the division of a great’ part of the land in 
severalty among the Indians, the remainder 
to be.sold for their benefit. 

The commission is now endeavoring to 
make an agreement with the Cherokees. 
There is every. prospect of success. Then 
the Seminoles will be dealt with, and it 
is believed they will fall into line. 
That will leave only the Creeks. The 
so-called Supreme Council of that tribe 
has refused to ratify the agreement entcred 
into between the commission and repre- 
sentatives of the Creek “nation.” But 
after the four other “ civilized ” tribes have 
agreed to the new departure, pressed on 
them by the commission, the Creeks wili be 
induced to yield. 

Then the question will arise as to the 
political status of the Inflians. One of the 
Cherokee chiefs favors the formation of one 
State by the five civilized tribes. The cattle- 
men and other whites who have been making 
money cut of the Indians by leasing their 
land for pasturage and other purposes at ab- 
surdly low rates would like that. They 
would continue to run the Indians. 

An Indian State would be even more ob- 
jectionable than a Mormon State. It would 
be a State only in name. It would be a 
blunder also, looking ‘at the matter from 
another point of view, to give the old 
Indian Territory four Senators by making 
one State out of Oklahoma and another out 
of the territory to the east of it. 

That would be as absurd as to cut either 
Kansas or Nebraska in two 6n a north and 
south line and make each half a State. 
When the time comes Oklahoma and the 
| present Indian Territory should be reunited 
and made a State - ee eee

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where white men, having more political 
capacity, will manage affairs. 

That will satisfy the Indians. All they 
ask is to be allowed to loaf—to live without 


“work. They will be able to do that, thanks 


to the generous allotments of land, they 
will get and the annual money payments 
which will be made them by the general 
government, :

“POLICIES OF CHANGE AND UPHEAVAL.” 

George Fred Williams, the defeated 
free 
Massachusetts, has given out a state- 
ment as to the result of Tues- 
day’s elections. He declares that in 
his opinion “radicalism”’’—anarchy and 
socialism—‘‘ under the Democratic nanie, 
has been strengthened somewhat in its po- 
sition and emboldened in its course,” und 
that “the lines are obvioudly hardening as 
between Republican conservatism and 
Democratic policies of change and _ up- 
heayal.” : 

The defeated candidate uses mild words 
to describe the policies of his party. The 
abandonment of ‘the gold standard and the 
substitution of a monometallic standard, 
made to apply retrdactively to all existing 
obligations, based, as they are, on the gold 
standard, would be more than a “ change” 
or an “upheaval,” It would be a 
eataclysm. 

The “change” would annihilate eight 
billions of credits of .the sixteen that 
exist and interfere with the agreements of 
every man who has purchased property on 
time or borrowed money, causing the great- 
est panic this country has everknown. The 
industries of the United States would be 
prostrated and it would take long years to 
build them up again. 

Another 16 to 1 Democratic policy is to 
make the Supreme Court a subservient, 
partisan Wedy, which shall ‘declare to be 
law that which a Democratic Congress may 
assert to be law. This is certainly a rad- 
ical proposition. It aims at the destruction 
of the independence of that court, which 
has so often defended the constitution 
against the assaults of Congress. That 
It would 
be the destruction of one of the fundamental 
doctrines of Americag government. 

The 16 to 1 Democrats propose also to 
deprive the general government of the 
power to enforce its own laws. Federal 
courts ‘are to be forbidden to enjoin men 
who are, in violation of federal laws, dam- 
aging or destroying the property of others. 
The President is to be forbidden to send 
troops into a State to enforce violated na- 
tional laws and destructive interference 
with interstate commerce if the Governor 
of the State tells him he must not do 
That would be a “change” equivalent 
a revolution of our form of government. 
The federal government would be the mere 
creature of a State to obey the behests of 
its Governor: 

But when Mr. George Fred Williams 
states that the party which favors these 
anarchical policies has been strengthened 
by Tuesday’s elections he is whistling to 
keep’ his courage tip. The Democrats were 
worst béaten where they made their poli- 
cies an issue. Nowhere has the verdict of 
1896 against those silver monometallic 
policies been changed at the election of 
Tuesday last, unless it was in Kentucky. 
It has been reiterated everywhere with 
significant force and firmness, and two of 
the Statés which indorsed Bryan and his 
destructive scheme have abandoned his 
column of States and joined the sound 
money States. 


THE OFFER OF AUTONOMY TOO LATE. 
The offer of autonomy for Cuba comes too 
late is the consensus of opinion among close 
observers of the situation, in view of 
Spain’s latest attempt to reéstablish its 
power in the island. This is upon the as- 
sumption that autonomy is really intended, 
though there has been nothing in the sev- 
eral proclamations from Governor General 
Blanco proving such to be the case. 

What might have happened had the 
proposition come a year or two ago it is 
hardly worth while inquiring now, 
though there is belief in many minds that 
it might have been successful in restoring 
peace. After nearly three years of star- 
vation, butchery, and devastation, the 
hatred towards the “ mother country.” has 
become so intense, and, in the light .of 
broken promises in the past, the suspicion of 
intention to deceive so deep seated that 
there now seems no reason to hope for peace 
short of complete separation and inde- 
pendence. 

Scfiior Canalejas, a former member of the 
Spanish Cabinet and proprietor of the Mad- 
rid Heraldo—the Liberal organ at the 
Spanish capital—is now in this country, as 
it is understood, for the purpose of sound- 
ing American opinidn on the subject of the 
war. He is said to have expressed himself 
as unable to understand why the Cubans, 
if in earnest in demanding autonomy a 
year or two ago, are unwilling to accept it 
now. This is very natural from the Span- 
iard’s standpoint, but it is easily explainable 
on the ground of common sense. 

Besides the intense feeling that has 
grown up in the minds of Cubans against 
the Spanish government in consequence of 
the suffering and injustice which they 
have endured in the progress of this long 
war, there is a general conyiction that the 
offer is made as a last resort. Instead of 
being freely and voluntarily made, it is re- 
garded as evidence of weakness, and, if ac- 
cepted, liable to be repudiated as soon as 
restoration of imperial power in the island 
is assured. Whether justly or unjustly, 
this is one of the penalties which the present 
Spanish administration has to pay for the 
treachery of some of its predecessors. 

The insurgents are therefore encouraged 
to prosecute their war for independence in 
anticipation of early success, rather than 
again place themselves in a position to be 
deceived, and subjected to renewed oppres- 
sion when they have surrendered the power 
to protect themselves. 


REVENUE Law REVISION. 


The Chicagoans who are endeavoring to.

The Citizens’ committee has not yet come 
to a conclusion as to the standard of valua- 
tion to be adopted. There must be one. 
The Board of Assessors—should such a 
board be created by the Legislature—must 
assess all property in the city at the same 
percentage of its fair cash value. Shall the 
law fix that basis of valuation or shall the 
board fix on one to suit itself as the Town 
Assessors do now? | . 

If the latter, them that Board of Assessors 
will be a very powerful body. It can 
double taxes by doubling the valuation. It 
can raise the valuation so that the city 
bonded debt can be increased by tens of 
millions, which will enable the County 
board to double or quadruple the bonded 
debt of the county. 

If, however, the standard of valuation is 
to be fixed by law, then it will be necessary 
to find one which will meet the needs of this 
city, and also of the rural districts. The 
subject is not free from some perplexity, 
But no doubt the committee will be able to 
work out a proper solution. 


KIPLEY I8 IN TROUBLE. 

Chief Kipley is in very hot water. In his 
anxiety to make places for his Star leaguers 
he went so far that he has become the most 
unpopular man around the City Hall.

In the next place it appears that some of 
the men who were turned out are Demo- 
crats, and the pets of Democratic Alder- 
men. All those Aldermen had friends 
among the Star leaguers whom they wished 
appointed, but they did not want it done at 
the expense of other friends they already 
had on,the force. They expected none but 


Republicans would be dismissed to make 


room for the new men. Instead of that they 


see Republicans among the new appointees, . 


So the Aldermen are down on Kipley and 
refuse to be placated. They decline to repeal 
the provision in the ordinances that no man 
who has been discharged shall be reappoint- 
ed. If it were in their power to cast Kipley 
into outer darkness they would do it in a 
minute. 

He on his side is assuring the angry Aider- 
men he will put back Democratic friends of 
theirs who were dropped “by mistake.” 
But he cannot do it. Not one of them can 
be restored unless he passes a civil service 
examination and is put on the eligible list. 
What Kipley has done cannot be undone by 
him.

GERMAN HOSTILITY TO BRYANISK. 

Any one who may still have doubts about 
the unalterable hostility .of the German 
voter to Bryanism and a cheap dollar will 
do well to study recent election returns from 
Scott County, Ia. This county probably 
contains a greater percentage of German@ 
than any other large community in the coun- 
try. Nearly 70 per cent of its inhabitants, 
be they farmers or residents in the City of 
Davenport, are of that nationality and they 
are practically all the foreigners in the 
county. No other race, except of course 
Aamericans, being appreciably represented. 
Before the State prohibition law was passed 
Scott County was reliably Republican, but 
that enactment changed that and it became 
the banner Democratic county in the State, 
giving Governor Boies, both times he ran, 
large pluralities and winding up in 1892 
with one of 4,000 for Cleveland in a total 
poll of a little over 9,000. In 1896, however, 
when thg Democratic party went over to the 
‘Populists, these German voters of Scott 
County repudiated the Chicago piatform by 
a vote of 6,449 for McKinley to 4,032 for 
Bryan, changing the Democratic plurality 
of 4,000 four years before to a Republican 
one of 2,417, and last Tuesday they gave 
Shaw, the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, 3,826 votes to 3,334 for White, who 
was running on the old Populistic platform. 
In addition to this they cast over 1,200 votes 
for Cliggett, the honest money Damocratic 
candidate, nearly one-half of the 3,083 he 
received in all the ninety-nine counties of 
the State, and the honest money Demo- 
cratic candidate for Sheriff received 2,400 
votes out of the 9,000 cost in the county. 


KEEP OUT OF BAD COMPANY. 

The taxpayers of this city have a very 
clear understanding of the real designs of 
the men who are clamoring for a new “ lib- | 
eral,” “up-to-date ” constitution.

It was re- 
jected by a majority of 5,735, the vote stand- 
ing yes, 25,064; no, 30,799. The vote was a 
small one, some 27,000 of the citizens of 
Boston not taking interest enough in the 
affairs of the municipality to vote either 
way on such an important measure. Not- 
withstanding the small vote, however, it is 
apparent that a clear majority of all the 
voters favor the retention of the double 
chamber in the city government. Discuss- 
ing the vote Mayor Quincy says: 

I have no doubt that a large proportion of those 
who voted ‘no’ are dissatisfied with present 
conditions and would readily vote for some meas- 
ure which reformed them without establishing a 
single chamber. 

The proposal to substitute direct caucus nomina- 
tions of Aldermen for the Aldermanic convention 
has commanded almost universal approval, and 
I believe that this will surely come in some form. 
A good deal can be done to remedy present evils 
and defects, even on the basis of two chambers, and 
as the people have decreed this basis I presume 
that the Municipal league and the other persons 
interested in the matter will later try to formulate 
a new measure. I certainly do not intend to give 
up the effort myself, and I trust that those who 
have worked so earnestly for the success of the 
act voted on will not be entirely discouraged. 


Ir anybody wants to now how strong 
Bryanism is in New York at this time he 
has only to remember that Henry George 
got about 20,000 votes of the total, which 
was more than 600,000. Then he should re- 
call the facts that the George ticket was offi- 
clally indorsed by two-thirds of the Bryan- 
ized Democratic National committee, as well

In the height of his power as a 
political boss, with a machine that was as 
nearly perfect as possible, he thought, as 
Hill thought under similar circumstances, 
that there was no limit to the people’s pa- 
tience. As Hill insisted on nominating Judge 
Maynard against the protests of all decent 
men, so Platt insisted on disregarding the 
universal Republican feeling that Seth Low 
was the proper candidate for the Repub- 
licans. As Hill was crushed and driven out 
of public life by his insolent ‘obstinacy, so 
Platt has been crushed, and will be retired to 
obscurity for the same reason.

APARTMENT BUILDING IS SOLD. 


Cadmea Structure on the South Side 
Brings $125,000—Chalmers Res- 
idence in Trade. 


The Cadmea apartment building at the 
southwest corner of Michigan avenue and 
Thirty-sixth place has been sold by Norman 
P. Cummings to John P. Chalmers for $125,- 
000. It is a four-story stone front building 
fronting fifty-three feet on Michigan ave- 
nue and 174 feet on Thirty-sixth place, and is 
divided into twenty apartments. 

As part of the consideration Mr. Cum- 
mings takes title to the W. J. Chalmers 
residence at 234 Ashland boulevard. This 
property was valued in the transaction at

A loan of $100,000 has been negotiated, se- 
cured by the property at 05 and 97 Washing- 
ton street, improved with a seven-story 
store and office building. The loan runs for 
a term of five years at 4 percent. This is 
one of a few loans made on down-town prop- 
erty at so low a rate of interest. The rate 
was made in consideration of the character 
and contral location of the security.

M. C. McDonald Denies Interest 
in the Contract. 


STREET RAILWAY MATTERS. 


In view of the fact that there is a doubt 
whether A. J. Murphy will be able to qualify 
on the five-year garbage contract, all the 
other bidders have taken hope again, and 
the entire question of awarding the contract 
may be reopened. John Brenock, who is 
the “company” of James Bradley & Co., 
the next lowest bidder, patrols the City Hall 
daily with a bond for $200,000 all filled out 
in his pocket, waiting for a chance to qual- 


ify on the instant if the Murphy bid should’ 


be thrown out and the contract given to him. 

Murphy's trouble seems to be in getting 
the bond required, and although Commis- 
sioner McGann has said he would accept 


@he American Surety company as guaran- 


tor, Murphy has not yet succeeded in per- 
suading that corporation to go on his con- 
tract. Mayor Harrison has, however, given 
him until Mondaly to get a bond. 

In the meantime Murphy has in Commis- 
sioner McGann’s hands a check for $10,000, 
which will be forfeited to the city if he fails 
to qualify on the contract. It is signed by 
M. C. McDonald, and the original under- 
etanding was McDonald would find a bond 
for him in case he got the contract. Mc- 
Donald, however, has recently declared he 
had no interest in the contract, and even 
seems to view the possible forfeiture of 
his check with .a great deal of indifference. 

In case Murphy's bid is thrown out that of 
Bradley & Co., at $1,600,000 for the five 
years, would be the next lowest; but Mayor 
Harrison has said the firm must first show 
what system it controls of disposing of the 
garbage. All Bradley & Co. have so far of- 
fered to do is to take the garbage outside 
the city limite—presumably to Whiting, 
where John Brenock has a rendering estab- 
lishment—and burn it; but it is’ hardly 
thought this would come under the specifica- 
tions. 

After Bradley & Co. come the bids of Pat- 
rick Mulcaire and George P. Zilman in the 
order named. Both these bidders claim to 
control the Holthaus system of reduction. 
After them comes James Burke, with the 
Arnold system of reduction, and it is not 
thought the award will ever get beyond this 
bid. It is possible, however, if'Murphy fails 
to qualify new bids may be advertised for, 
as Mayor Harrison considers most of the 
existing ones too high.

UNITED STATES B. AND L. STOCK- 
‘HOLDERS VOTE TO REORGANIZE. 


Ballot Is Unanimous, 5,844 Out of 6,200 
Shares Being Represented—Custo- 
dian’s Report Alleging Insolvency 
and Mismanagement—Attorney Un- 

 @erwooed Says Points Can Be Dis- 
proved or Explained Away—Aboaut 
Charges eof Conspiracy. 


The stockholders’ meeting of the United 
Statés Building and Loan society yesterday 
resulted in a series of sensations. In the 
face of charges of fraud preferred against 
the officers of the organization by the State 
officials, who allege the concern is insolvent, 
the stockholders, by unanimous ballot, 
adopted resolutions declaring in favor of re- 
organization and against the appointment 
of a receiver. 

More than 300. shareholders, including 
many women, were present, representing 
5,844 shares out a total of 6,200. The meet- 
ing overflowed into several borrowed offices. 
The stockholders were a unit on every ques- 
tion which arose, and the representatives of 
the State had a fight on their hands from the 
start. 

The meeting was pursuant to the call of 
the State Auditor, acting under the new 
State law which requires him to call a meet- 
ing of stockholders and lay before it all evi- 
dence in his possession tending to show in- 
solvency or crookedness on the part of offi- 
cials. 


First Clash of Authority. 


The first clash came when President Cal- 
vin de Wolf attempted to call the meeting to 
order and Attorney Pam objected. After 
much argument Custodian James W. Wilbur, 
representing State Auditor McCullough, 
teok charge in spite of protest. 

The report was then read. It charged in- 
solvency together with mismanagement 
and gross irregularities on the part of of- 
ficilals. Figures and accounts were sub- 
mitted to show what was termed “a des- 
perate padding of the real estate ac- 
count,”” amounting to $8,449: also to show 
that $61,000 in loans had beep delinquent 
for from seven to forty-five months; -that 
the earnings of the society are only $6,000 a 
year instead of $18,000; that one-half of the 
claimed interests and premiums are ficti- 
tious. 

When the meeting was finished Attorney 
Underwood, representing the society, said 
all the charges could be disproved or ecx- 
plained away, and he was applauded. He 
also intimated all favorable facts had been 
suppressed or disguised, and several voices 
cried, *‘ That's right.’’ He closed with a plea 
in favor of settlement out of court. 

The ballot on the proposition to reorganize 
be then taken and was unanimously favor- 
able. 

Immediately following the counting of the 
ballots a directors’ meeting was held, and it 
was decided to call another general meeting 
in the near future, at which,a plan of re- 
organization will be adopted. If the plan 
meets the approval of State Auditor Mc- 
Cullough the charge of insolvency will fall 
flat, and the society's officers will be allowed 
to resume control, 


About Conspiracy Charges. 


Many stockholders reiterate the vague 
charges made by the present officials of the 
society that a conspiracy exists to wreck the 
organization. Nothing tangible is offered in 
support of the conspiracy charge except a 
mass of what is termed circumstantial ev- 
idence. 

One of the society's officers made this 
statement: 

“I wish to say we do not blame the State 
Auditor in, any way for the present trouble. 
He appears to be perfectly honest in. the 
discharge of his duties. I do not feel justi- 
fied in making specific charges against any 
one, but the fact remains the same set of 
men have appeared quite prominently in 
seyeral similar cases. 

“We owe no one but ourselves. If we 
are willing to scale down our stock enough 
to cover the deficit and avoid going into 
court, the State atthorities have no right 
to interfere, and they will not do it.”’ 

Attorney Pam said: 

“ All these charges of conspiracy are fool- 
ish and unfounded, and the men who make 
them are afraid to do so openly. 
charges are incited by the gang which 
wrecked the Mechanics and Traders’ Build- 
ing and Loan association. I see some of 
them here today. We have secured the in- 
dictment of some of them and more will get 


| the same dose.”’ 


Said by Stockholders. 


The officers and stockholders of the asso- 
clation are pleased with the outcome of 
the meeting. General Manager and Secre- 
tary Walker received many congratulations 
after adjournment. -Mr. Walker said: 

“Even in spite of the very adVerse report 
our*own people do not seem to think I am 
so very untrustworthy.”’ 

G. 8S. Hurley, representing sixty shares, 


said: 


“No matter how much the real estate 
values have. declined the stockholders’ 
chances are much better by reorganization 
than by having a receiver appointed.” 

J. Stoddam, one of the heaviest stock- 
holders, said: 

“We know real estate values haves de- 
clined and times are hard, but we have con- 
fidence in our officers and directors and want 
them to run the affairs of the society for 
us.’

THEIR RECORDS ARE BAD. 


Kipley Glad of the Chance to 
Make the Vacancies.. 


WILL PUT IN RECENT OUTS. 


_——— 


Civil Service Commissioners Kraus and 
Winston went over“the records of the Trial 
board with Superintendent of Police Kipley 
yesterday, and, as a result, forty of the re- 
cently appointed Star league policemen 
were marked for dismissal. All sorte of 
charges were found marked against them, 
from plain “drunks” to what. might be 
construed as highway robbery, and every 
man against whom the least scratch was 
found was marked for slaughter. The list 
will.be submitted to the Mayor today, and, 
after receiving his approval, will be pub- 
lished. 

Superintendent Kipley offered no objec- 
tions to the action of the commissioners in 
throwing out his recently dppointed favor- 
ites; in fact, he rather encouraged it. The 
Aldermen have raised such a storm about 
his ears as a result of his recent general 
order discharging so many of their constitu- 
ents he was giad of any pretext by which 
he could find a few vacancies so some of 
them might be reinstated. 


Will Give Him Forty Jobs. 


The forty Star-leaguers thrown out by 
the commissioners wilt give him that num- 
ber at least, and while it is a long way 
from satisfying the Aldermanic ‘demande, it 
is the best he can do, and the Superintendent 
hopes, after he has reinstated forty of the 
recently discharged men, the members of the 
Council will be satisfied and repeal section 
1,520 of the ordinances, which just now is 
hanging like a sword over his own head. 
Forbidding, as it does, the reémployment of 
any policeman who has ever been discharged 


it threatens Kipley’s title to the office he 
holds, and the Superintendent does not like 
it at all. 

Commissioner Kraus has decided that in- 
asmuch as the Civil Service commission has 
not yet been notified of the action of Super- 
intendent Kipley in discharging 435 men 
recently, he can put any number of them 
back without violating the civil service law, 
and on this decision Kipley is now basing 
his hopes of settling the row the Aldermen 
have raised. _ 


Another Tangle Is Possible. 


In this, however, he may be mistaken, and 
police affairs may be put in another tangle 
if any one cares to go to law about the mat- 
ter. Competent attorneys say the general 
order discharging the men was sufficient 
notice to the Civil Service commission, as it 
was to the rest of the world, and the further 
fact their successors were sworn in pre- 
cludes any of them from being reinstated 
except through the operation of the civil 
service law. 

The expected general order discharging 
about 100 policemen not protected by the law 
will have nothing to do with the existing 
mixup, but will be necessary to bring the ex- 
penses of the force inajide the appropriation. 
The order is expected early next week. ‘ 

At present there are ninety-six more po- 
licemen on the pay-rolls than allowed by the 


$20,000. Unless the force is reduced there 
‘will be a deficit of $100,000 at the end of the 
year. The attention of the Mayor and Chief 
Kipley was called to this. fact emicially by 
Controller Waller during the day. 


Gov. Tanner's Astonishing Dislike. 

Chicago Evening News: There will be 
much genuine surprise and regret over the 
disclosure in yesterday’s Daily News, made 
on the authority of the Governor himself, 
that Governor Tanner dislikes the Chicago 
newspapers. 

The Daily News would be very loath to be- 
lieve this if the Governor’s statement had 
been couched in less emphatic and tinequivo- 
cal language, and even now it cannot imag- 
ine what or who could have poisoned the cx- 
ecutive’s mind against his friend, the metro- 
politan press. 

This paper recalls, with a feeling akin to 
_ pain, that about a year ago a number of 
gentlemen harbored the suspicion that Mr. 
Madden felt rather cold and indifferent to- 
ward the Chicago newspapers, and while 
the Alderman and the Governor were not on 
especially intimate terms then, or soon 
thereafter, it is possible that they have been 
drawn closer together with the lapse of 
time and that Mr. Madden has alienated the 
Governor's heart from the press. Or, pos- 
sibly, Mr. Lorimer, who is said to be a man 
of cold and calculating nature, has insid- 
iously seduced the Governor from the news- 
papers with an ulterior view to embarrass- 
ing his political future. 

Whoever is responsible, it is a frightful 
thing to turn a simple and trusting man 
away from his friends. The Governor might 
have let the blow fall more gently. He 
might have saved this humiliating publicity. 
He should consider what it means to a news- 
paper to go on in its daily toll sustained and 
soothed by the belief that John R. Tanner 
likes it; and then, suddenly, without a mo- 
ment’s warning, to be publicly informed that 
John doesn’t like it.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Drastic Liquidation Forces Stocks 
Down from One to Four Points. — 


WEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The stock market under- 
went a course of very drastic liquidation today as 
a result of which prices are from 1 to 4 points 
lower than they were last night. That this course 
of things was helped along by professional bear 
pressure was made evident by the very urgent 
covering movement which developed in the final 
half hour of trading, and which rallied the prices 
of a great many stocks over @ point from the low- 
est point touched, reducing by so much the losses 
which would otherwise be shown by the day's 
trading. But the recovery at the close was on a 
greatly diminished volume of business and was 
apparently affected by the temporary withholding 
of liquidating offerings, as was done once or twice 
previously during the day, only to be succeeded by 
renewed liquidation and decline. 
There is no doubt that the motive of a large part 
of the selling was the belief that relations between 
the United States and Spain were drifting towaras 
an open rupture. This has been a bear argument 
for some time in the stock market and has been 
quite effective in depressing prices whenever anv- 
thing that could be construed as corroborative 
evidence was offered. Apprehensons on this scure 
received a potential stimulus from the action of 
the New York Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
in appealing for an increase in the artillery force 
of the United States army as necessary for the~ 
adequate protection of New York and the proper 
operation of its harbor defenses. The publisned 
expressions from the late United States Minister 
to Spain, disclosing the character of the orn 
ween the two co 3, s 
eres ott Sem woth af intervention by the United 
States in Cuban affairs intensified the sentiment of 
apprehension amongst security-h«lders. The near 
er approach of the convening of Congress and the 
belief that this event was to crystallize the gov- 
ernment’s policy towards Spain made the prospect 
more well te traders’ eyes. 
Some continued apprehension regarding the 
health of the President of the Sugar company 
made that stock, with its powerful influence on the 
whole market, particularily weak. This combiua- 
tion of factors was conclusive in inducing many 
large holders of securities to unload under the 
conviction that no immediate recovery in prices of 
any large dimensions is likely to occur. 
' There was a flood of selling orders ani very 
little disposition in any quarter to buy. Asa re- 
sult enormous blocks of stocks were allowed to g0 
for almost any price they would bring. In the 
first rush of liquidation prices were offered down 
very widely before eliciting any buying. The ex- 
treme decline in Consolida*ed Gas reached 9 points, 
in Sugar 5%. in Lake Eme and Western pfd 54, 
ditto common 4, and. in Manhattan 4%. There was 
scarcely an active stock on the list that did not 
recede at least 2 points below last night's level.

Charlies L. Case, United States manager of the 
London Assurance company, was suspended from 
the Underwriters’ association yesterday by the In- 
vestigating committee until he pays a fine of $100 
for violating the three agency rule. The accused 
declares he is not now and for some time has not 
been a member of the organization. W.F. Braun, 
special agent of the company, applied for ad- 
mission to the board, but the application never has 
been acted on. 

This complicated case has caused much comment 
in La Salle street and the outcome will be watched 
with interest. Under the rules of the board the 
agencies which have been representing the com- 
pany are guilty also of violation and must be 
disciplined by the Investigating committee. The 
agencies of the company are F. B. Cast & Co., 
L. D. Hammond & Co., Davis & Requa, Smith & 
Rothermel, and Louis Hasbrouck. Which of these 
are first agencies with the power to write policies, 
and which are second agencies and not included 
under the three agency rule must be determined 
by the committee. If neigher Mr. Case nor Mr. 
Braun are members of the board it is asserted by 
members of the committee that the company is a 
non-board company and the agents representing 
it are acting contrary to the board rules. Mr. 
Case says he asked the officers of the board to 
transfer his membership years ago to the com- 
pany or the special agent. This the officers have 
failed to do. The rules specify that an agent 
must have an office in La Salle street, and the 
members wonder how the manager could haves 
membership under this provision. 

The Investigating committee, under the rules 
of the association, is compelled to find a member 
guilty, unless the $100 deposit is placed in the 
hands of the officers when a charge of misde- 
meanor is filed. The manager of the London As- 
surance declined to do this, alleging that he was 
not a member and not amenable to the rules of the 
association. It is probable the whole matter will 
be appealed to the board for adjustment. 

The three agency rule is still the subject of con- 
tention among the members of the Underwriters’ 
association. On the advice of a general manager 
who suggested that the agents go slow as the com- 
panies were interested in the rules of the local 
board, the report of the Revision committee on this 
matter was referred back for congultation with 
the managers to find out their wishes and to report 
at some subsequent meeting. The suggestions of 
the committee have been seriously objected to by 
the managers who do not like the number of agents 
inside the old city limits placed at three. 

An amendment to the Executive committee pro- 
vision adopted makes a member ineligible -to 
election within twelve months after the expiration 
of his term. The original recommendation was for 
a period of six months. With this exception the 
sections relative to quorum, elections, executive 
committee, and finances as recommended by the 
Revision committee were adopted at the meeting. 
This makes one-half of the report which has been 

upon by the association and it is expected 

the entire report will be adopted during next week.

White pine lumber trade, in a wholesale 
way, is beginning to drop off a little, com- 
pared with the standard of activity which 
prevailed during the summer months, but 
as these conditions are not unexpected with 
the approach of cold weather, the trade is 
disposed to look on the market as a whole 
as being highly satisfactory and the outlook 
encouraging, largely because this falling 
off in volume is noticeably less than in for- 
mer years. Some of the wholesalers look 
for a continuance of active trade for a month 
to come. The farmers have been extremely 
busy all through the fall, and even now, in 
this territory, at least, are well employed in 
looking after their corn, for the drying of 
which the weather has been extremely 
favorable. The call for crib stuff is rather 
heavy, but is likely to show some increase 
during the next two or three weeks. Quite 
a little lumber is also being used in the 
country for repair work, and this feature 
is likely to display some increase also; but 
the building of new structures in the coun- 
try and’large towns throughout this terri- 
tory, into which sort of work the bulk of the 
lumber purchased here usually goes, is not 
expected to show much gain until well along 
towards spring. 

One of the features of the situation which 
is not particularly conducive to heavy trade 
is the recent decline in the price of corn, the 
leading staple of this territory. Farmers 
who could lately have sold their corn crop 
of last. year and of the year before at 26 
cents are now offered but 19 cents; and con- 
sequently are more disposed than ever to 
crib for better prices. This may induce itn- 
creased buying of crib stock, but will not 
promote trade for other classes of lumber. 

There is a satisfactory but not a heavy 
demand for yellow pine at prices which show 
a disposition to harden somewhat. Some 
shippers to this and adjacent markets say 
they are having all they can do, and are 
willing to keep out of the market for a while 
in order that their mills may catch up. Car 
builders continue to use large quantities for 
sills and other work. 

Local demand for hardwood lumber is 
rather quiet.in a shipping way. Probably 
the best users are furniture factories and 
other home industrial establishments. Wis- 
consin red oak sells readily and brings the 
best of prices. A fair price for Southern red 
oak in this market is $27 for firsts and sec- 
onds inch and $17 for common, these being 
about the average prices at which sales are. 
effected in carload lots delivered in Chicago. 
This stock sells from the yards for about 
$30, but should be a dollar or two higher in 
order to afford a reasonable margin of profit. 
Plain white oak sells readily here at $25 in 
carloads, while quartered white is worth 
about $38, with somewhat higher prices paid 
for desirable widths. 

The cargo market is just a little depressed. 
Receipts are light, it being about the close 
of the season, and demand, too, is extreme- 
ly moderate.

SLOW TRADE IN FARM PRODUCE. 


Heavy Weather Checks the Demand 
for Fruitsand Vegetables. 


Nearly all the merchants along South Water 
street complained yesterday of slow sales to the 
city trade and a scarcity of shipping orders to 
outside points. Apples are coming in fairly well. 
A good many cars have lately gone into storage 
and supply is good. There are still quite a few 
cars on track. Choice to fancy apples are held 
firmly. ‘There is a moderate demand, but buyers 
are not always willing to pay up to full prices 
asked. Consumption does not appear to be very 
brisk as yet. Dealers are now trying to study 
uncertain, though

Rain put a check on the potato trade, especially } 


with peddiers. With continued liberal arrivais 
buyers held -off in anticipation of lower prices 
with the beginning of next week. What little 
inquiry there was was confined mostly to Bur- 
banks, of which there were good offerings of both 
the Minnesota and Wisconsin crops. A fairly 
steady feeling prevailed early. but it was succeed- 
ed by easiness, the market declining about Ic all 
round.
